There are employed in eight States 
15,000 colored teachers, and the ques- 
tien is where can these teachers be 
educated? Nine-tenths of them are 
trained in the missionary school and 
over one-half in this association. Dr. 
Curry, the eminent Southern Baptist. 
our Minister to Spain, who was formerly 
so active in promoting education in the 
South, says that the Congregationalists 
are doing more than any others in this 
direction. This great need must be 
8 for, or we shall have pagan- 
smin our own vitals. The country 
colored schools, as a rule, are in the 
most rude condition, with wholly unfit 
buildings and teachers. One-fourth of 
the race is advancing, but from one- 
fourth to one-half are rapidly sinking. 
Do you think it is time to stop your 
contributions or prayers? Give light, 
and the question of rights will take 
care of itself.“ 

Rey. F. M. Emerson of Newport, R. 
I., said: Education alone will not 
do. You may teach a man to print 
and read, but will kis chosen material 
be the Police Gazette or the Gospel of 
John? This is what your strenuous 
effort to send the gospel alongside the 
spelling-book aims to provide for. We 
must see to it that their culture is 
godly. Caste prejudice and negro 
aspiration will have a death grapple 

ore long, and if the gospel is not 
there to avert harm no one can tell 
what wreck will follow.“

M’GINLEY’S FATE. 


AOOIDENTALLY SHOT AT SIERRA 
MADRE YNSTERDAY. 


The President ot the Carpenters’ 
Union Kiftled Falling Win- 
chester, While Hauting Near His 
Camp -The Inquest, 


Between 6 and 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
int Frank P. McGinley, a well-known me- 
chanic of this city, accidentally shot and 
killed himself while hunting near Sierra 
Madre. Mr. McGinley had been acting as 
foreman of a gang of carpenters at work on 
the residence of A. F. Vosburgh, at Sierra 
Madre. Yesterday morni e arose about 
5:30 o’ckeck, and taking his Winchester 
rifle, told a friend of his who slept with 
him, Frank Gamble, that he was going out 
to shoot a rabbit or two for breakfast. Mo- 
Ginley went out and in due time the men 
got up and prepared for breakfast. Shortly 
after McGinley returned, and, after going 
into the shanty in which the men were liv- 
ing, went out again. While awaiting — 
return the men were startles! by hearin — 4 
report of a gun, and locking toward the 

t where McGinley had been seen, Gam- 
tle Was horrified at observing him lying on 
the ground writhing in apparently great 
agony. Ile called out: “lam shot.” ‘Lhe 
men rushed toward McGinley, and Gamble 
reaching him first, placed his head in his 
lap and asked him what was the matter. 
He expired almost 3 in his® 
friend’s arms. body was at 
once conveyed to the “shanty and placed 
on a couch, and a surpmoned, but 
MeGinley was dead before he arrived. 
large rock lies atthe point where the fata! 
shot was fired, and it is believed that in 
stumbling over this rock, it struck the ham- 
mer of the gun, causing it to be discharged, 
the bullet crushing through the abdomen 
aboutan inch below the navel, making a 
fearful wound. ‘The hammer shows where 
it hit the rock. Frank McGinley was a na- 
tive of Boston, but came here from n- 
ver, Colo., about three years ago. He was 
a mechanie, and took an active part in 
labor organizations. He has been presi- 
dent of the Carpenter’s Union of this city 
for some time, and held that position at the 
time of his death. He was also prominently 
identified with the Knights of Labor, and 
took an active part in their deliberations, 
The deceased leaves an aged father and 
mother to mourn his loss, as os well as a large 
circle of friends. 

Coroner Meredith was notified of the ac- 
cident shortly after it occurred, and left on 
the 7:45 train for the place. After hearing 
the testimony of two witnesses, the jury re- 
turned a verdict in accordance with the 
above facts. The funeral will be held to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock.
